The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. When the reference is a utility patent, it does not matter that the feature shown is 
unintended or unexplained in the specification. The drawings must be evaluated for what they reasonably disclose and suggest to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. In re Aslanian, 590 F.2d 911, 200 USPQ 500 (CCPA 1979). In this case, the holes shown in Figure 2 of Iwamoto 
et al. , in combination with the fact that the panels are shipped vertically, would have suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art the need 
to couple the PDP module (50) to the support member (52) in order to prevent movement during shipment. This suggestion is bolstered 
by the fact that the support module (52) is wider than the PDP module (see Figure 2) and therefore the grooves (42, 46) would have been 
insufficient by themselves to prevent movement of the PDP module during transport. As to the threaded fasteners, the selection of any 
known, conventional fastening arrangement (including the arrangement claimed by the applicant) would have been an obvious matter of 
design choice. 
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
